1] For Brain Disease 
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CHICAGO, (AP) — A possible clue 
to the cause of some types of epilep- 
sy. cerebral palsy, spastic paralysis 
and feebleemindedness is reported 
by a team of University of Dlinios 
researchers. 

Dr. Frederic Gibbs and two col- 
leagues say ew findings with a 
“brain- vave machine” suggest the 
possibility that certain neurological 
disorders of unknown cause May be 
late results of common virus infec- 
tions of childhood, such as measles, 
inumps and whooping cough. They 
reported to the 24th annual meeting 
of the American Academy of Pedia- 
trics. 

The new studies “re-emphasize the 
need for finding improved preven- 
tive measures foy common viral in- 
fections of childhood,” Dr. Gibbs 
told a reporter, adding: 

“Some important advances already 
have been made. And recent ad- 
vances in the prevention of polio 
justifies hope that prevention in the 
whole field of viral diseases will ev- 
entually be greatly improved.” 

In their report to the academy, 
the researchers said that they had | 
found evidence that encephalitis, or | 
brain infection, commonly occurs in| 
“supposedly uncomplicated cases” of | 
measles and other prevalent virus

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This ts the season of the year when 
the fall drive on vaccinating heifer 
calves for Bang’s Disease commences, 
With this in mind and Mountain 
View Municipality being a restricted 
area ‘that means compulsory vac- 
cination), this column will deal with 
the Bang’s question for three weeks 
as to the disease, it's spread and 
finally its control, 

First, ‘vhat is Bang's disease? It 
is known as Brucellosis and is a di- 
sease which effects cattle both beef 
and dairy. It causes an estimated 
over two million dollars loss in Al- 
berta annually to cattlemen. The 
disease causes a cow to lose her calf 
prematurely at 5-8 months of age. 
It is highly infectious and may 
spread through a whole herd causing 
an abortion storm and any amount 
up to 109% of calf crop is lost. 

After a cow has lost a calf due to 
Bang's infection she may breed and 
veproduce normally, but she remains 
a carrier. The disease is spread at 
calving time and will be transmitted 
in her milk. 

When infected raw milk is cone 
sumed by humans they may contract 
a disease known as Undulant Fever. 
This disease is also often contracted 
by farmers working with the infected 
cattle at calving time. In either 
case the disease is serious and should 
be guarded against. 

In countries where hogs and goats 
are infected with Brucellosis, people 
can get Undulant Fever from them, 
the goat form being most serious. 
Fortunatly no evidence of the infec- | 
tion has been found in Alberta in 
hogs or gouts, ' 

The seriousness of the Bang's di- 
sease is worth some though, millions 
of dollars loss in calf crop annually, 
Undulant Fever, lowered milk pro-| 
duction, lowered value of infected:

Work that Summerfallow;: I am 
happy lo see that many farmers are 
uiving their summerfallow a_thor- 
ough cultivation, Some still intend 
to give their land the “once over" be- 
fore freeze-up. In my opinion this 
late fall cultivation is often times the 
stroke that will give those perennial 
weeds and quack grass the “knock 
out" punch. I would however sound 
this note of warning. If your ground 
is very loose and pulverized from 
preceding operations, by all means 
don’t use a dise or tiller to further 
pulverize it and leave it vulnerable 
for wind erosion. If at all possible 
use a cultivator equipped with wide 
shovels so that all the roots will be 
cut of! li Jack Frost can get at 
the routs of the perennial weeds he 
will do them a tremendous amount 
of harm. The ridges left by the 
cultivator will do their part in pre- 
venting wind erosion

Good News 
For Anglers 


The Hon. N. A. Willmore, Minister 
of Land and Forests, announced to- 
day, Oct. 4th, that the Red Deer Rt- 
ver systems have been included in 
the plan for the management of the 
east slope trout streams of the Rocky 
Mountains. 

According to biological surveys of 
these watersheds, the river systems 
cun be divided into two categories 
for the purpose of the management 
plan, The first are large streams or 
streams Where angling pressure has 
a minor effect on population densi- 
ties and where closed seasons likely 
would not have a measurable effect. 


These waters will be continuously 
open 

The second are streams of lower 
altitude with beaver dams, heavy 
bank cover and brownish water. 


Waters of the second category, which 
will be open every other year, are 
tributaries in which the fish grow 
rather slowly and the streams are 
open and extremely vulnerable to 
angling. 

In bringing the plan into operation 
this fall, Mr. Willmore .announced 
that, except for a few tributaries, 
the Red Deere iRver and the North 
Saskatchewan River systems will be 
open to angling until next spring, 
when the second phase of the Man- 
agement plan will come into effect. 
The following streams will be closed 
to fishing until further notice: 

Harold Creek, Grease Creek, Mill 
Creek and Silver Creek, tributaries 
to the Little Red Deer River; 

All tributaries to the downstream 
right bank of the Red Deer River up- 
stream irom its junction with the 
Little Red River, 

Stouffer ‘(North Raven) Creek, 
Beaver Creek and Crooked Creek, 
tributaries to the Raven River, 

Tay River, Altord Creek, Mud 
Creek, Cleary Creek and all othe: 
tributaries, except Prairie Creek, that 
joins the Clearwater River down- 
stream from the Forest Reserve 
boundary ; 

Blueberry Creek, tributary to Lob- 
stick Creek; 

Open Creek and Blocks Creek, tri- 
butaries to the Medicine River 

The Minister also announced that 
the regulations respecting angling 
in Spray Lake have been amended 
permitting fishing the year round, 
with the per diem limit of fifteen 
trout, grayling or Rocky Mountain 
whitefish,

Can Transfer Plates 


The Alberta legislature at the 
special session held during Aug 
ust approved a number of major 
amendments to the Vehicle and 
Highway Traffic Act. These have 
now become law. 


One section of particular interest 
{o motrists provides ‘hat when 
a car is sold, the number plates 
need not go with the car and may 
he reissued to the registered own- 
er for use on another vehicle 

For some time it has been felt 
that the old system was not work- 
ing satisfactorily. Under the am- 
ended legislation, the owner will 
pay to the provincial government 
au transfer fee of $1.00 when the 
plates are reissued to him for 
another vehicle. 

The new section of the act says: 
Upon the passing of ownership 
of a registred vehicle from the 
registered owner to any other 
person, the number plates issued 
upon such registration may, not 
later than 14 days after the pass- 
ing of ownership, be reissued to 
the registered owner for use upon 
another vehicle owned by him, 
upon (a) compliance with the re- 
gulations; (b) production of satis. 
factory proof of ownership of the 
other vehicle, and (ce) payment of 
the prescribed fee therefor. 

The act also permits any youth 
of 14 or over to learn to drive. 
Formerly, the youngest age at 
which a person could drive a 
vehicle with a teacher in the car 
was 15

devices and lights to be on all
